No court can force me to give my 
dollars to anyone whom I suspect of giv­ 
ing a part of his salary to a cause that I 
abhor because it is destructive of my 
country.

AS we grow older, most of us can 
add years to our life as well as life 
to our years. And it is not a chore 
either. But we must always bear in 
mind that when people reach 45 
yeara of age, unless they take 
proper care of themselves, they will 
aoon begin to show symptoms due 
to the “wear and tear” of living. 
How a person takes care of himself 
after the age of 45, both physically 
and mentally, will be an important 
factor in determining whether the 
later years of life will be healthy 
and happy or marred by chronic 
aickness. 
Perhaps the most important part 
of thia care during and after middle 
age is to have a regular check-up 
once every six months by the doctor. 
Such a check-up will help to bring 
to light such disorders as damage 
to tho kidneys, diabetes, or liver dis­ 
ease, which, with proper treatment, 
can be kept under control, if not 
cured. 
Danger Signa 
There are a number of danger 
•igns which indicate that all may 
not ba well. For example, the sudden 
development of constipation, diar­ 
rhea, or any abnormal discomfort, 
such as sickness at the stomach, 
may be signs of stomach and bowel 
conditions which should have prompt 
investigation. By being on the look* 
out for these danger signs, and then 
consulting th* physician at once, 
disorders may be detected in their 
beginning and promptly relieved.

Overweight becomes particularly 
hazardous after middla aga. The 
extra weight puts an unnecessary 
burden on the heart, blood vessela, 
and kidneys. There is no doubt thai 
persons who keep their weight nor­ 
mal can expect a longer and haalth- 
ier life. 
Emotional upsets, worry, anger, 
and fear are all harmful. They not 
only are a strain on tho nervous sy§» 
tem but may he contributing factort 
in physical disorders. Middle-aged 
or older persons should try to de­ 
velop the idea of taking things lest 
seriously. 


Breakdowns Occar 
Many middle-aged persons seem 
to forget that during this time of 
life most of them cannot do aa much 
a^ they could in their earlier years, 
’’’hey try to keep up with young per­ 
rons and, as a result, breakdowns 
occur. The best thing to do is to taka 
things easy, avoid rushing, get to 
bcd a little earlier and, if possible, 
take a ‘hort nap during the middle 
of the day. 
There is no need to worry about 
growing cid, because worry will do 
no good. However, by taking proper 
care of yourself, you can delay tho 
aging process.
